Attired in Red and White, and 
Slightly Nervous, She Tes- 
tifies at Inquest. 





Half an hour before Deputy Coroner 
Fath opened an inquest, Tuesday morn- 
ing, in the case of the man killed by an 
automobile at Broadway and Washing- 
ton avenue Sunday night, the body was 
identified as that of Cannon Arthur, 3% 


years old, a tobacco worker. The identi- 
fication was made at the morgue by the 
man’s brother, Milton Arthur of 4426 
Vista avenue. The brother said Cannon 
Arthur’ had no settled place of abode 
and that the address of bis last boarding 
place Was not known to relatives. 

The inquest resulted in a verdict of ac- 
cidental death. 

Miss Neville Greenway ‘et 4619 Wash- 
ington boulevard, W. F. Grantges of 3509 
Lafayette avenue, J. R. Hennig of 5434 
Maple avenue and R. J. Holden, Hen- 
nig’s chauffeur, told their version of 
the accident. 4:8 

Miss Greenway, Hennig and Gran*- 
ges, had been to dinner at the Missouri 
Athletic Club and were starting weat 
o% Washington avenue when Arthur 
stepped in front of the automobile and 
was so badly injured that he died an 
hour later at the city hospital. 

Miss Greenway testified that she be- 
came hysterical after the accident. 
Traces of nervousness appeared as she 
talked and she frequently dropped her 
silver purse, which Hennig promptly re- 
stored to her each time. 

She wore a big red straw hat, white 
Canvas shoes and a red-trimmed suit of 
white ratine. 

The automobile was going west at a 
moderate rate of speed, she said, when 
a& woman suddenly rushed from in front 
of a westbound street car that was a 
short distance ahead of the automobile, 
To keep from striking the woman, Hol- 
den turned the automobile sharply to 
the right, Miss Greenway said. 
“T did not see the man on the curb,” 
she said, “but I felt the lurch of the 
automobile as the wheels passed over his 
body. As soon as the chauffeur stopped 
I looked back and saw the man lying 
in the street. Then I becams hysterical. 
A woman who was nearby got into the 
automobile to quiet me.”

Daniels, who was testifying that the 
body was that of a John E. Daniels, 
who had married a -Jessie Cissna at 
Wellington, did not notice his black- 
gowned wife, who entered the undertak- 
irg chapel through a rear door and 
whose facs was shadowed by a wide 
black hat, draped with a veil. 

The wife’s grief quickly turned to fury 
when she saw her missing husband still 
alive and tears gave way to bitter 
words as she rushed to his side and, 
seizing him by the shoulder, accused 
him of deserting her and then trying to 
give testimony that would have led her 
to believe he was dead. 

Daniels is a Frisco Railroad fireman. 
He formerly was employed by the Kan- 
sas City Southern Railroad and while 
there misplaced his union card and but- 
ton, which were found on the unidenti- 
fied body. These led to the belief the 
body was that of John, Daniels, and 
when the real Daniels yesterday saw the 
body and assured the undertaker the 
mati was really John B®.

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HOUSE DEMOCRATS 
WORK STINGY AND 
SILLY, MANN SAYS 


Minority Leader Says They Have 
Made Record of Doing Little 
at Great Cost. 





By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—‘Inefficient, 


disorganized, unprogressive and inac- 
tive” were words used today to describe 


the work of the Democratic House by 
Republican Leader James R. Mann. 
Mann characterized some of the Demo- 
cratic majority work as stingy and silly 
and other of its acts as pure extrav- 
agance. 

“The main work in the House on the 
Democratic side has been a canstant 
boasting of what they were going to do 
at the next session,’”’ said the minority 
leader. ‘“ihis session of Congress Las 
enacted laws fewer in number and less 
tuportance than any other session in 
recent years. The Panama Canal bill is 
the one of greatest importance and in 
the main that was a bill prepared by 
me in a prior_Congress. | 

“Ths claimed reformation of the rules 
has proven a farce. That the House has 
been inefficient is shown by the fact 
that over 200 Senate bills which passed 
the Senate remain unacted on in the 
Houss. 

“The provision for publicity of cam- 
paign contributions and for eight-hour 
labor are only amendments to previous 
laws. Practically all the laws of any 
importance passed at this session were 
either bills prepared in a previous Con- 
gress and left over for lack of time to 
consider or else they were bills pre- 
pared by officials in President Taft’s 
administration.” 

Mann referred to the public health 
laws, the homestead laws, the bill cre- 
ating a children’s bureau and others as 
being within that classification. 

“The Democrats were forced to agree 
to a parcels post, which only a short 
time ago they insisted they would not 

gree to,”” the statement continues. 
“They are entitled to no credit for it. 

“Outside of money expended for the 
Panama Canal, which cannot be consid- 
ered as ordinary expenses, the appropri- 
ations for this session of Congress ex- 
ceed those for the last Republican ses- 
sion. Not only is this so, but the Demo- 
crats have apprppriated money in many 
places where it was pure extravagance 
and where the money was not needed, 
and have refused to make appropria- 
tions where they are absolutely essen- 
tial for the conduct of good govern- 
ment.”’

position to judge whether Healy had 
earned immunity. 

“Circuit Attornsy Jones refused to rec- 
ommend a parole, and 1 understood that 
his reason for doing so was that he did 
not think Healy had told the truth in 
Kis testimony. Chief Young held the 
same opinion.” 

Healy, who was arrested Jan. 15, 1910, 
after the Post-Dispatch exposed the 
looting of the police relief fund, was 
indicted in the following March. In 
July, 1910, four indictments were re- 
turned against other members of the 
Police Department on Healy's testimony. 
In November, the first of the cases end- 
ed in a mistrial. In April, 1911, the 
second of the defendants was acquitted. 
April 26, 1911, Healy pleaded Zuilty to 
two charges of embezzlement, and was 
sentenced, the Circuit Attorney refusing 
to recommend a parole. The indictments 
found on his testimony were dismissed. 

Mrs. Healy, who has worked incessant- 
ly to get a pardon or parole for her 
husband, is responsible for the discus- 
sion. She gave letters bearing upon 
the alleged promise of the Governor to 
a newspaper for publication. 


Mrs. Healy's complaint followed the! 


action of the prison authorities in put- 
ting her husband at hard labor and de- 
priving him of his good-behavior time 
credit, because he was implicated in 
the sale of whisky within the peniten- 
tiary. He formerly did clerica! work, 
and was not reqv‘red to wear stripes. 
Since the offense was discovered last 
week he was put in stripes, his head 
was shaven and he was detailed to one 
of the prison factories.

GETS A PUNCTURE 


Dream of Reincarnated Daugh- 
ter of a Pharoah Broken by 
Divorce Suit. 


Mrs. Jane Schaufert Ott, nee Amneris 
Whufu, was at the home of her mother 
at 1416 Belt avenue, Tuesday, pondering 
over the sad truth that the course of 
true love never does run smooth, but is 
apt to pick up a nail or puncture a tire, 
even after it has run for 5000 years. 

Mrs. Ott, a believer in the mystic doc- 
trine of reincarnation, was once quite 
sure that she first met Ralph Chesley 
Ott, her artist husband, when she was 
Princess Amneris, daughter of Khufu. 
on3 of the Pharaohs, 3000 years before 
the beginning of the Christian era. 


Remembers 5000 Years Back. 

She remembers watching the croco- 
diles playing in the River Nile while her 
father was having one of the pyramids 
built. She wrote an article about it for 
a Sunday newspaper in December, 1910, 
and told how she had found her reincar- 
nated love after a lapse of 50 centuries. 

In her divorce suit, filed Monday she 
does not go back that far, but confines 
herselz to things that happened within 
the last two years. It is not on record 
trat Ralph Chesley Ott, or whatever his 
name was in ancient Egypt, ever went 
to bed with his clothes on in those dear, 
dead days beyond recall when the Amal- 

amated Association o2 Pyramid Build- 
ers, Local 23, was threatening to strike 
for shorter hours. 

As described in her newspaper article, 
here is the way Amneris Khufu, now 
Mrs. Jane Schaufert Ott, first met the 
man she is now suing for a divorce: 

‘T can remember distinctly how we 
used to go to the river together to see 
the crocodiles, 3000 years before Christ 
was? born. I remember as though it 
were but yesterday our first meeting 
on the great pyramid. I had accom- 
panied my father on a trip of inspec- 
tion, and we had come to the Queen’s 
chamber in that big, dark tomb. .I 
looked inside the door of the chamber, 
and there, by the light of the rushes, 
I saw the most handsome man in the 
world. I loved him at once, and I saw 
by his eyes that he loved me. That 
evening he came to the palace,.and our 
love that has lasted through the cen- 
turies Began. 


Recollection Stops Short. 

“T, too, have recollections of float- 
ing down the river with my lover, and 
I recollect quite vividly in my dreams 
the great anger of my father, the 
Pharaoh, when he discovered my lover 
and myself together. He was take. 
away from me. Where he went or what 
happened to me, I know not. All I 
know is that here my recollections seem 
to break shortly off. 

“Now, I understand it all. My lover 
was taken from me, and I died of a 
broken heart. But Isis, the ancient 
Egyptian goddess, watched over us 
through the centuries, and has brought 
us together at last.” 

Ott also believed this was the way 
it happened and he also wrote a piece 
for the paper about it. 

Silent on Divorce Case. 

Mrs. Ott Tuesday refused to discuss 
the divorce suit. Through her mother 
she said that the ofily statement she de- 
sired to make was in her petition. Ott 
formerly was an artist for the Lewis 
Publishing Co., at a salary of $10,000 a 
year.

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CONTRACT BUILT ON 
TRIEBER’S DECREE 


Leaves Roads Free to Use Othe 
Facilities and Recognizes the 
Bridge Arbitrary. 


The existence of a bridge arbi- 
trary is admitted in the new con- 
tract between the Terminal Rail- 
road Association and its 15 proprie- 
tary lines, a copy of which has been 
filed in the United States District Court. 

The clause of the contract regarding 
the arbitrary follows the languags of 


Judge Trieber’s decree, interpreting the 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court. Exception was taken by E. C.

| No Arbttrary Rate. 

In relation to the arbitrary, the new 
eontract reads: ‘ 

“It is agreed that the Terminal shall 
not make any special or so-called arbi- 
trary rate in respect to traffic originat- 
ing in the 100-mile area that is not ap- 


outside this area. 

“Nothing in these artfeles shall affect 
the power of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission over the rates of billing 
traffic passing over its lines or the 
establishing of joint threugh rates or 
routes over its lines or any other power 
conferred on the company by law.” 

The appeal will not be taken until the 
\final decree has been entered, Judge 
Trieber’s decree of last month having 
been only an interlocutory one. 

Railroads Are Freed. 

The new contract between the Termi- 
mal Association and the railroads 
lacks the exclusive features of the old 
one. It specifies that other roads shall 
have the use of the Terminal’s facilities 
on the same terms as the present pro- 
prietary lines. It also relieves them of 
the old requirement that they use the 
Teéerminal’s facilities exclusively, and 
leaves them free to use any other 
terminals. 

The through bil of lading is estab 
lished, in effect, by a clause providing 
against the rebilling, on the East Side, 
or freight destined to St. Louis.

Daugherty’s body was taken to the 
Wagoner funeral chapel, 3621 Olive 
street, and it is expected that the serv- 
ices will be conducted theke Wednesday 
at 3p. m. The funeral will probably be 
in charge of the Tuscan Masonic Lodge, 
of which Daugherty was a member, 

Mrs. Daugherty reached St. Louis Mon- 
day evening with her husband’s body, 
the trip having been delayed a few hours 
by the holding of an inquest in Indianap- 
olis. The Coroner found that Daugh- 
erty had died from heart disease. 

After arrival at the Hotel Jefferson, 
Mrs. Daugherty told of finding her hus- 
band’s lifeless body in the drawing room 
of the sleeping car 20 minutes after they 
boarded the train. He had seemed to be 
in excellent health. 

Few of Daugherty’s St. Louis friends 
knew of his marriage, which, his bride 
said, took place in Trinity Chapel, New 
York City, Aug. 12. The Countess de 
Brie spent several weeks in St. Louis 
in 1910 exploiting a cure based on physi- 
cal culture ideas.

In forcing the Senate to broaden its inquiry into 
Roosevelt's secret ties with the trusts, La Foliette 
played masterly politics as an aspiring Progres- 
sive Republican leader, and incidentally he accom- 
plished something of immediate promise for the 
country. 

The present relations of Perkins and Roosevelt 
to the great sources of tariff-boodle are more im- 
portant than Cortelyou’s relations with them in 
1904.

Single Tax in Vancouver. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Vancouver, B. C., has adopted a system of taxa- 
tion similar to the one proposed in the tax amend- 
ments that will be submitted to the voters of 
Missouri in November next, Mr. L. D. Taylor, ex- 
Mayor of Vancouver, in an interview in the Kan- 
sas City Times, said: 

“A few figures will show the effect of exemp- 
tions in the city. Two years before we exempted 
50 per cent of improvements the amount of in- 
crease in improvements was 8 per cent. The five 
years of the 50 per cent exemption the increase 
rose to 28 per cent. During the five-year period 
of the 75 per cent exemption, the increase was 48 
per cent. After all improvements had been ex- 
empted the increase of improvements rose to 58 
per cent. As a result there is not a vacant lot in 
the whole business district.” 

The exemption of industry rrom taxation in Van- 
couver resulted in an increase in population from 
17,000 to 100,000. This system has been extended 
to the country districts and has proved equally 
beneficial to the farmers, so much so, that 800 
districts are now petitioning Parliament fo the 
privilege to apply the same system. 

So the system ‘proposed in the tax amendments 
can no longer be called an experiment, but is 
proven by several years’ application in the very 
much alive Northwest country. 

Over 130,000 farmers left the United States 
last year to make their homes in a land where 
farm products are not taxed. If the tax amend- 
ments are adopted in Missouri, we may also ad- 
v¢rtise to the world that in this State neither 
farm products nor manufacturers are taxed, and 
we may look for a like rapid increase in popula- 
tion in St. Louis and the State, J. EH &.

HOW | WRITE 
A PLAY 


Famous dramatist tells for the first time the methods 
which have won success. Written for the 
~ Post-Dispatch. 


HE problem of the designer of houses and the builder of plays is 
identical, and to win success the same fundamental elements must be 
considered. They are stability, utility and attractiveness, 

My authority for this statement, in so far as the building of 
houses is concerned, is a chap named Vitruvius, who promulgated his ideas 
on the subject thousands of years ago, before the subway and “third term 
grab” cccupied much of our attention. Just the same, the Vitruvius dope 1s 
so good that his ideas, handed down through the ages, pags for current coin 
aniong erchitects of the present day. 

I have done “Vitey” the honor of mentioning his name in passing for 
the sole purpose of leading up to my point, which is that a desirable house 
and a successful play become sao through their structural strength, useful- 
ness and charm, to which in the case of the play of today, must be added 
a “punch.” 

A great many authors whose imagination may be, and doubtless is, far 
keener than my own, assemble all of their characters to people their pre- 
viously prepared scenario, line them up on the stage apron, so to speak, 
and feed them dialogue to be delivered later between, their entrances and 
exits, which have been “set” before the play has reached the rehearsal 
period. 

I can’t write a play that way. At least I haven’t succeeded in doing s0 
down to date. I start with one character, generally choosing a type recog- 
nizable in the everyday walks of life. Then I take my one character to the 
neighborhood chosen for the locale of the play and have things happen to 
him that the atmosphere of the place suggests, striving not to be too illogical 
in the choice of characters that join the original. In this way his com- 
panions come to me as I go along, as do also the situations and scenes, 
which must of necessity be in sequence in order to make a coherent story. 

As the majority of my plays have been furnished with musical trimmings 
I suppose you want me to tell you how I get my ideas for their composi, 
tion. Usually from the same source whence come my characters and situa- 
tions; or perhaps a line, from the dialogue will suggest a melody, as in the 
case of the villain in “The Little Millionaire.” At one point in that play the 
bad man says to his female accomplice, “You're a wonderful girl.” That line 
gave me an immediate song inspiration and “Oh, You Wonderful Girl” was 


the result. 

I generally devote a lot of thought to the name of a play or the selec- 
tion of a title for a melody. In my opinion the caption of a play or song is 
a 25 per cent asset toward the chances of its being accepted by the public. 
Getting back to the construction of plays, I have, so to speak, frequently 
written myself up to a stone wall. I mean that sometimes I get to a point 
where I want my characters in a certain act to relate a scene that is sup- 
posed to have been enacted in the “wait” between and the necessity arises 
to convey it to the audience with due recognition of the fact that the ex- 
planation must not be talky. For instance in the third act of “Get-Rich- 
Quick Wallingford” I had placed Wallingford in his office and at the open- 
ing of the act I wanted Judge Lambert, his attorney, to cOme on and tell him 
that he, the lawyer. hnd just received a call from the board of directors of 
the tack company and that they had just left his office with the avowed 
intention of coming there to denounce the promoter. The problem of ex- 
plaining the presence of the attorney in Wallingford’s office in advance of 
the directors who had started ahead of him, and doing it without taking up 
the time I have here, kept me guessing for one whole night and the best 
part of the next day when I solved it by making Lambert say: “Yes, they 
left my office five minutes ago but I took the short cut through Pearl 
street.”’ 

In conclusion I will say that I really have no set rules that bind me in 
the construction of a play. On the contrary I confess to being more cr less 
erratic. I do, however, strive for action and speed as comprehensive and as 
swift as possible. At the same time I am well aware of my limitation and 
do not aspire to be @ Shakspeare, Moliere or Congreve, but I havo read a lot 
about those play makers of long ago and while the virility of their pen 
products has carved a niche for them high up in the dome of art, thereby 
giving the highbrows a chance to “rubber,” there are severa] “play tailors” 
toddling around in these modern times and every once in a while they put 


a comedy or a farce over that in stability, utility and beauty compares
